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(57) Abstract: [PROBLEMS] The loads on the user 
side, the software provider side, and the center side 
are lightened, and software is updated easily and 
efficiently. [MEANS FOR SOLVING PROBLEMS] 
When a user computer (103) sends a usct ID to a center 
computer (102), the center computer (102) allows the 
user computer (103) to acquire the URL of a module 
storage area (104) which is associated with the user ID 
and in which the module that the user wants to acquire 
is stored. The user computer (102) accesses the module 
storage area by using the URL to acquire a module 
list, checks the acquired module list with the module 
installed in the user computer (102), and judges the 
necessity to acquire the module. If the acquisition of 
the module is judged to be necessary, the user computer 
(102) again accesses the module stor^e area by using 
the URL to acquire the module. 
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
